piece that recalled they days when large crowds would 
see great sailing vessels off for important voyages or, per- 
haps, during times of war. The piece recalled an era when 
the sea was king and when those who traveled it were 
heroic figures whose names were on the lips of every per- 
son. In a town where many of the homes and streets bear 
the names of sea captains and where the harbor which 
lies just beyond the walls of the concert hall is often so 
filled with the masts of sailing vessels that it can at times 
resemble a forest of ships, the song was something of a 
heartbeat that hearkened back through a lineage that has 
borne generation after generation of those who have spent 
their lives riding the surf and chasing the trade winds 
across the globe. One only had to close their eyes for a 
moment to feel the breeze in their hair and the spray of 
the ocean upon their face as they listened to this music. 

One of the show's many highlights was the 
program's second number, contemporary composer W. 
Francis McBeth's The Sea Treaders. This well-chosen piece 
featured the talents of the young musicians of the percus- 
sion section who used both traditional and non-tradition- 
al instruments to recreate the natural tunes and rhythms 
of the seas. Describing the piece during his introduction. 
Director Sanborn pointed out the two movements of this 
selection represented the sea at calm and the sea during 
a storm and would include an actual ship's bell as part of 
the performance. The bell was made in 1869 for the vessel 
Jane and made its way to the stage of the Fireman Per-

the Marion Business Community Association's Annual 
Christmas Village Stroll: Front Street from South Street 
to Holmes Lane; Main Street from School Street to Front 
Street; Cottage Street from School Street to Front Street; 
and Island Wharf Road except for normal parking. 

The board also unanimously voted to accept the 
anonymous gift of a brand new handicapped van to the 
Marion Council on Aging (COA), which is slated to be 
delivered to town later this week. 

"I understand the value is about $50,000," Chair- 
man Henry said. 

"I think this is an incredible gesture," Selectman 
Blanchette said. 

"It's certainly appreciated in these difficult eco- 
nomic times," Selectman Cushing said. 

"It's a very generous donation," Mr. Dawson 

agreed. 

The board also considered a proposal for $3,860 
to have an appraisal done for the town's partial interest in 
several parcels in Wareham. 

"We come to you recommending that the board 
approve a proposal from the John P. Mello Company of 
Rochester," Mr. Dawson said. "They have to not only 
determine the value of the property itself, but also do an

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analysis of what the town's fractional interest in the prop- 
erty would be, which isn't as easy as you might think." 

With that, the board unanimously approved the 
hiring of John P. Mello for this service as proposed. 

The board appointed Andrea Keene to the Coun- 
cil on Aging (COA) Board and also appointed Hilary Sa- 
deck as a paramedic with the Marion Emergency Medical 
Services (EMS). 

The board also voted to ratify the recent vote 
taken by Special Town Meeting to transfer the care and 
custody of the Little Neck Village Housing property from 
the Town of Marion to the Marion Affordable Housing 
Trust (MAHT). 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Dawson first noted the Marion Police Station Building 
Committee has selected an Owner's Project Manager for 
the new station. The selected manager, pending final 
contract negotations, will be Pomroy Associates of South 
Easton, MA. "This is what their firm does — this is all 
they do," Mr. Dawson said. "We received a lot of impres- 
sive proposals. We spent considerable time interviewing 
them and checking references." 

Mr. Dawson also provided an update to the board 
on the financial status of the town given the recent news 
from Governor Deval Patrick's office that there would be 
some $1.4 billion in spending cuts in the state's Fiscal Year 
2009 budget. 

"Local aid seems to be remaining intact ... howev- 
er, I think it's interesting to note one of the things that did 
not come off the table was his request to the legislature to 
increase his 9C power," Mr. Dawson said. "This would 
give him a great deal of latitude in making adjustments to 
the budget. This would indicate that local aid and lottery 
receipt cuts may still be on the horizon. If these cuts hap- 
pen, it would take place within this fiscal year ... so the 
money we're expecting to receive could be in jeopardy I 
met with the Department Heads last week and I made it 
clear to them that while we're out of immediate danger, 
the situation remains bleak at best. I've asked them to be 
careful about expenditures they're making now." 

"It's hardly surprising," Chairman Henry said. 

"I noted recently that the towns of Lakeville and

Freetown are considering the regionalization of their 
elementary schools/' Selectman Blanchette added. "We all 
know our three towns could save up to a half million dol- 
lars each in (transportation) funds if we regionalized our 
(elementary) schools/' 

"I attended a meeting recently at ORR preparing 
for the upcoming budget cycles/' Mr. Dawson said. "I 
understand that this is the final year of the transportation 
contract." 

"The point is we have more than enough facili- 
ties now to accommodate the students in all three towns/' 
Selectman Blanchette said, noting they have available 
classroom space at Sippican School as does Mattapoisett 
at Center School. With Rochester seeking to expand their 
own Memorial School, he felt it made sense to use this 
available space. 

"As you know there's deeply-ingrained resis- 
tance to regionalizing the elementary schools," Chairman 
Henry said. "I think people fear the loss of local control. 
But these are hard times and there will be cuts in local aid. 
I still would like to see better use of our classroom space. 
People have been against it, but that thinking needs to 
change."

trench as that term is defined by MGL 82A, Section 4 and 
520 CMR 14.00, the so-called "Jackie's Law." 

"Basically the state has come down with a man- 
date regarding trenches," Selectman Nunes said. "We 
need to designate someone for enforcement." 

"What is the definition of a trench?" asked resi- 
dent Ken Josephson. "Am I going to need a permit to dig 
a one-inch trench to run a wire?" 

"The definition under the law is something three 
feet deep and at least fifteen feet wide," said Town Coun- 
sel Blair Bailey. "This is a state mandate, we don't have a 
choice. All we're doing is designating who enforces it."

Under ARTICLE 5 voters were asked to amend 
the town by-laws, rules and regulations pertaining to 
dogs as follows: 

Section 2. Licenses and Tags 

Insert New Paragraph Twelve (12): 

The Town Clerk shall annually, on or about June 1, 
prepare a list of those dogs licensed the previous License Period 
that have not yet been licensed during the present License 
Period. The Town Clerk shall then mail a notice to the owner or 
keeper of said dogs that they are in violation of these Rules and 
Regulations and that a failure to obtain a license by July 1 shall 
result in the imposition of a twenty-five dollar fine and, if the 
dog remains unlicensed on September 1, will result in the issu- 
ance of a warrant to the Town dog officers pursuant to Section 
10. 

"Right now the by-laws aren't clear as to who 
should issue a notice to dog owners regarding dogs that 
haven't been renewed for their license," Selectman Nunes 
said. "We're requesting that the Town Clerk send out a 
notice informing the owners that they need to register 
their dogs." 

When Town Clerk Naida Parker asked who is 
responsible for enforcing animal control laws under the 
state. Town Counsel Blair Bailey said such enforcement 
powers rest with the Board of Selectmen and through 
them to the animal control and police departments. 

"(The mailing of dog license reminders) has never 
been done by the Town Clerk's office, it has always been 
done by the Board of Selectmen's office," Ms. Parker said, 
asking that the article be amended as such. 

"There are roughly 300 dogs in this town that are 
unlicensed," said Selectman McGaffey. "It is the responsi- 
bility of the Town Clerk to license dogs and collect fees." 

"Talking about the animal control laws and 
Massachusetts General Laws are totally different than 
the licensing of dogs," added resident Gary Laboa. "The 
Town Clerk's office issues licenses and collects the fees, 
therefore it is my opinion that the Town Clerk's office 
should license and collect the fees for dogs." 

When someone questioned what is done in 
Rochester's sister towns of Mattapoisett and Marion, Ms. 
Parker said the rules vary.

''Mattapoisett has three full-time people/' Ms. 
Parker said. ''In Marion, the Town Clerk is part-time and 
has a full-time person in his office. Each town does its 
own thing. This Town Clerk's office is a part-time of- 
fice, and I would respectfully ask that the voters not add 
additional responsibilities to our office while it remains 
part-time." 

With that, Ms. Parker's motion to amend passed, 
153 to 102. 

The newly-amended Article 5, which placed the 
responsibility for mailing out dog license reminders with 
the Board of Selectmen's office, passed via majority vote. 

Under ARTICLE 6, voters were asked to ap- 
propriate $365,000 for the cost of project management, 
architectural and / or engineering services and related 
costs for Feasibility Study and Schematic Design Phase to 
explore solutions to the deficiencies at Rochester's Memo- 
rial School. 

According to a presentation made by Rochester 
Memorial School Building Committee Chairman Ar- 
nold Johnson, there are currently 606 students attending 
Memorial School which is more than 33 percent over its 
maximum capacity of 450. The student population by 
2015 is projected to reach 700 students. In addition, the 
current building has inefficent HVAC, insufficient park- 
ing, the onsite water well is in need of upgrading, along 
with handicap accessibility requirements. 

In 1996, the town acquired 13 acres behind the ex- 
isting Memorial School site for future expansion. In 2004 
a 15-room addition was proposed with no state fund- 
ing that passed Town Meeting muster but failed at the 
ballot box. This year Rochester's school was ranked 47th 
neediest of 410 applications submitted for Massachusetts 
School Building Authority (MSB A) funding. 

Under the state mandate, this article would allow

them to hire a Project Manager to conduct a feasibility 
study. ''As of yesterday we will receive a 49.94 percent 
reimbursement of the money, or $182,281, which would be 
returned to the town,'' Mr. Johnson said. 

The bond note used to fund this project would 
ultimately add an annual $9.33 per household's tax rate. 

"If we vote no tonight, the students will remain 
and the population will continue to increase," Mr. Johnson 
said. "Building-related problems will get worse (and) the 
state will mandate we correct the problems ... and the state 
funding will disappear." 

But elderly residents like Jill Bodeau argued that 
in these tight economic times, other priorities need to be 
addressed. 

"We're putting $365,000 up front right now," Ms. 
Bodeau said. "We may get money back from the state, but 
the state budget hasn't been set yet. Within a year and a 
half you'll come back here and ask for money for a new 
school. I am very concerned in this town, I'm more worried 
about our kids having housing, clothing and money for 
food." 

"We have a guarantee for this $365,000 of which 
the town is responsible for only half of that," Mr. Johnson 
said, noting reimbursement was not dependent on the state 
budget. "By law we have to appropriate the entire amount 
tonight and the state will reimburse us for the other half." 

Some residents wanted to know what the potential 
expansion and renovation project would cost after doling 
out the $365,000 for the study 

"We have a preliminary estimate of $19 million 
for what we're considering from the MSB A," Mr. Johnson 
said. "In 2004 we were looking for a 15-classroom addi- 
tion for about $6.5 million back then. But if we do nothing 
tonight, we still need to make improvements to the school 
on our dime which will cost $1.5 to $3 million. We're trying 
to roll that into this project and get 50 percent reimburse- 
ment." 

With that. Article 6 passed via the required two- 
thirds vote. 

There being no further articles to consider, the Spe- 
cial Town Meeting was adjourned for the evening at 8:15 
pm.

However, there are other options available through 
Massachusetts bid laws beside conventional architect design, 
general contractor bid and construct. These options allow quali- 
fied companies to offer their designs at generally significant 
cost savings over conventional architect design, contractor bid 
scenarios. Cost savings of 20 to 25 percent are quite common. 
What are the negatives? Since 1999 1 have suggested this method 
of bidding be considered. To date I have not seen, or heard of 
any requests to pursue alternative methods of constructing this 
needed facility. 

One thing that seems a certainty is that costs for con- 
struction are increasing. What will happen in the future is un- 
certain, but in my 37 years as a commercial contractor I seldom 
have seen costs decrease especially at the public sector where 
bid regulations increase construction costs over a similar project

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built for a private company. 

Incidentally costs to the municipality to prepare the 
necessary request for proposals (RFP) for this option of construc- 
tion cost thousands of dollars, not hundreds of thousand dollars. 

In summary, if savings of $750,000 to over $1 million 
in construction costs are of interest to this town, please consider 
this option. As the late Everett Dirksen once said: "A billion 
here, a billion there, and pretty soon you're talking about real 
money.''

W. Starring Josh Brolin and Elizabeth Banks. Directed by Oliver 
Stone. Running time: 131 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

What will history make of President George W. Busn? Oliver Stone, 
as he keeps reminding interviewers, is a dramatist, not a historian, and his 
film W. tells of a man who gained the world but lost his soul. The movie, 
as you may have heard, is surprisingly gentle and even-handed towards 
its subject; as with Stone's underrated 1995 Nixon, the director gazes upon 
a disgraced president and sees a weak man driven by family dysfunction 
(the two films make natural bookend pieces). No Bush fan myself, I was 
frequently moved by the spectacle of Stone's Bush, who might nave been a 
happier and certainly less troublesome man had he not been born a Bush. 

W. is being marketed as an irreverent comedy, but the laughs, if any, 
are sparse and noUow. At times, the movie is suffused with melancholic 
regret. That's not to say there isn't humor in Josh Brolin's dead-on incarna- 
tion of Bush from his frat-house days to the end of his first term (the movie 
ends well before things start really sucking for Bush). Brolin gets Bush's 
sidewise approach to speech, his crabbed, nunched movements — Bush 
sees things simply and his hands constantly shape the air to describe the 
world in either-or, Manichean terms (he isn't nonverbal, he's postverbal). 
Often stuffing sandwiches (or the famous pretzels) into his face, Brolin's 
Bush is almost childlike, or at least a case of arrested development, a kid 
still wanting to get Poppy's blessing and swipe some of the limelight from 
Jeb. 

It's well-documented that Bush was a layabout and a drunk well into 
his adult years, flitting from job to job, until finally he got Jesus and quit 
booze. Stone doesn't make much of Bush's conversion, but he doesn't ridi- 
cule it either. A scene with preacher Earle Hudd (Stacy Keach), a composite 
character, praying with Bush is tender and intimate; years later, when Hudd 
is a more prosperous TV evangelist. Stone tosses in a close-up of his tacky 
belt buckle emblazoned with a cross, but for the most part Stone presents 
Bush's faith without judgment, as something that saved his life and many 
other addicts' lives. It's when policy is pursued based on that faith that 




things get sticky 

Now that the Godfather films are ancient history. Stone is the master 
of darkly electrifying scenes of powerful talking heads. W. draws back the 
curtain and finds Bush surrounded by advisers trying their damnedest to 
realize the president's dream of finishing what his father started. Saddam 
Hussein must fall; it's a point of honor for Bush, his chance to wreathe the 
family name in glory. Saddam falls, but the Bush legacy falls with it. Perhaps 
Saddam was more valuable to Bush as a motivator than as a game trophy. 
The plotting is less sinister than matter-of-fact: the war must be sold to the 
American people, and Dick Cheney (Richard Dreyfuss, underplaying nicely) 
sees Bush's daddy issues, sees the global chessboard with all that oil for the 
taking, and makes his move. 

Bush infamously acts from the gut, and so does the movie. W., a rushed 
production, didn't have the lead time and doesn't have the screen time to 
dig into Bush's psyche the way Nixon did with America's previous execu- 
tive failure. There's not as much to dig for, anyway; it's all pretty much on 
the surface, pretty much Psych 101. But the film does take a generation's 
most despised president ana turn him into a man, a human with a loving 
wife (Elizabeth Banks' Laura Bush provides a pocket of warmth and grace) 
and devoted littie dogs. And it transforms him from a figure of scorn to 
a figure of pity, a trapped man who, when asked to identify his mistakes, 
can't name any because he doesn't know where to begin.
